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Stalin Murdered 


His Wife—? 


A letter declaring that Joseph 


Stalin murdered his second wife,- 


Nadezhda Alliluyeva, is being 
circulated 
among Commu- 
nist Party 
members in 
Moscow. 

This may well 
be the prelude 
to a second 
chapter in the 
program estab- 
lished by the 
successors of 

the dead dic- 
tator for tearing down the ‘‘god’”’ 
or “little father’’ mythology so 
carefully constructed about the 
personality of the man now de- 
nounced as murderer and tyrant. 
It is a little difficult to think 
of Joseph Stalin in terms of ten- 
der emotions. The story re- 
leased at the time of Nadezhda 
? Alliluyeva’s death was that she 
had died suddenly. 


Later, it came to be accepted 
she had committed suicide, 
though even then there were 
rumors the angry Stalin had 
either killed her or forced her 
to take her own life. 

It was confirmed they had had 
a violent quarrel. She was the 
idealist. Stalin, at the time, had 
come to the purges of the ‘30s. 
Today Nikita Khrushchev tells 
the Russian people Stalin’s mind 
had become disordered and that 
he began to imagine his old 
friends and comrades were plot- 
ting against his life. His police 
chief Beria, seeing an oppor- 
tunity to possess greater power, 
encouraged the mass murders of 
the ‘30s. 


Workman’s Daughter 


Nadezhda ~was 20 years young- 
er than her murderous husband. 
She was the daughter of a Com- 
munist workman in Georgia. 
Lenin had been hidden in her 
home in 1917 while fleeing the 
Czar’s police. Stalin, too, was 
hidden thereon a number of oc- 
casions. The girl, apparently 
studious and intelligent, became 
one of Lenin’s secretaries. 

It was written of Stalin, by 
one of his biographers: ‘‘This 
passionate pilgrim . . loves 
neither money, nor pleasure, 
neither sport nor women. Wom- 
en, apart from his own wife, do 
not exist for him.” 


In 1932 when Stalin was deep 
in the “‘purges’’ which were to 
send literally millions to their 
deaths—most of them innocent 
according to the present rulers 
in the Kremlin—she reportedly 
protested the killings. 

It is known that one evening 
in November, 1932, Stalin and 
his young wife visited Marshal 
Voroshilov’s home with other 
members of the Politbureau. 
There the girl-wife spoke her 
mind about the famine in the 
country and about the moral dam- 
age done the party by the terror 
unieashed by her husband. 


Stalin burst ‘suddenly into a 
flood of vulgar and violent abuse. 
His wife left and returned home. 
That night she killed herself. 
(A. Barmine in ‘‘One Who Sur- 
vived.’’) 

The story told by the survivor 
was that Stalin, shaken by her 
death, went to friends in the 
Polithureau and said that per- 
haps he was wrong, that maybe 
he was an obstacle_to party 
unity and ‘should retire. 


Molotov Spoke 


None wished; to speak up, 
though they each wished to ac- 
cept his retirement. There was 
a silence. Finally Molotov spoke. 
“Stop it, stop it. You’ve got the 
party’s confidence. ... ”’ 

The incident was closed, He 
trusted Molotov thereafter. 


Stalin had her buried in the 
best cemetery. A white, marble 
bust of her was placed above 
the grave. The area was land- 
scaped. Evergreens were planted. 
Floodlights were placed and the 
grave lighted each night. It is 
known Stalin paid midnight visits 
there—always alone. It would be 
interesting to have some record 
of them. Sentiment, often found 
in men stained with the blood 
of countless victims, remains 
paradoxical. ’ 

Along with the charge of mur- 
der being given the people of 
Russia today is further ‘news of 
condemnation of the present 
party in Georgia. 

Georgia lies in the heights of 
the mighty Caucasian mountain 
range. It was historically a re- 
gion of many races, of feuds 
and clan fights. It is the area of 
many historical storieés—of the 
Ark on Mt. Ararat, of Jason's 
search for the Golden Fleece, of 
the chaining of Prometheus. 

And on the highest peak is a 
statue of Stalin.

WASHINGTON, April 2— The 
Supreme Court decreed today 
that the states have no power 
to punish persons who advocate 
overthrow of the federal govern- 
ment by force or violence. 


’ The high court ruled in a 6-to-3 
decision that the Smith Act took 
over the field of sedition for the 
federal government. That law, 
passed by Congress in 1940, 
makes it a crime to teach or ad- 
vocate forceful overthrow of the 
government. 

(Georgia Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Robert Hall said Monday night in 
Atlanta that it is not yet clear to 
what extent the court’s ruling 
affected Georgia laws. He said 
the state law department would 
have to read the decision in full 
to determine its meaning.

(Georgia filed a brief in the 
case along with other states, Hall 
noted, but did not take an active 
part in arguments before the Su- 
preme Court.) 

Chief Justice Earl Warren 
wrote the majority opinon for the 
Supreme Court.

$2.8 Million, Ruining Savings Assn. 


NORFOLK, Va., April 2 (#-Spinster Minnie Mangum was 
indicted today on charges of embezzling $2,884,957.06, one 
of the largest embezzlements of its kind in U.S. financial 
history. 

A five-man Corporation Court grand jury returned 16 in- 
dictments against the ex-assistant secretary-treasurer of 
Commonwealth Building and Loan Assn., the institution she 
is accused of having toppled into financial ruin. 

The indictments charged these counts to Miss Mangum, 
a highly respected resident of nearby Portsmouth long 
noted for her generosity to family, friends and church: 

1, Embezzling $2,884,957.06 between Oct. 6, 1953 and Dec. 
16, 1955; 2. forging the name of ‘her boss, Roy F. Phillips, 
Commonwealth president,.to $25,700 in checks payable to her 
relatives during a 2% year period; 3. lying to the Virginia 
State Corporation Commission in. 1945 and 1946 regarding 
Commonwealth's assets and liabilities, and (4) during a six- 
month period of early 1953, stealing from her firm'at the rate 
of $52,903.07 per month. 

The 190-pound defendant—she says she is 52 and her 
friends say she is 60—was employed by Commonwealth 28 
years, the last several as assistant secretary-treasurer.

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Employment Grows 
With Labor F orce 


Optimistic reports from Washington 
about business and jobs are encouraging 
and show that the U.S. economy is con- 
tinuing its normal expansion in line with 
increasing population. Civilian employ- 
ment in 1955 rose to a new peak of 63,- 
193,000. 

Despite this record employment, av- 
erage unemployment during the year was 
2.654.000. This, of course, is about nor- 
mal even in a period of high business 
activity. 

The labor force is growing at a rate 
of about two million a year. This will 
increase in the years to come as the 
record population increases of the past 
decade and a half begin to reach em- 
ployment age. 

Gains in almost every field of eco- 
nomic activity were registered last year— 
the darkest spot being the continued 
decline in farm income. Another item that 
is worrying economists is the steady rise 
in personal debt. While personal savings 
are at a record high of $232,500,000,000, 
mortgage and consumer debts also hit a 
new peak of $147,000,000,000 in 1955. 

The percentage of debt compared to 
savings has been climbing for a decade. 

In other words, many of these jobs 
are made possible because people are 
spending beyond their incomes. 

Adjustments in the economy, however, 
are not worrying the experts too much. 
They point to the huge strides made since 
1929 in guarding against depression. Some 
of them believe that a major depression 
is now well-nigh impossible as a result of 
New Deal reforms that provide cushions 
against catastrophic dislocations. 

In addition, government is geared to 
greater control of money and credit. The 
1929 disaster brought on a managed econ- 
omy but the latter has left intact the 
functioning of a free capitalistic system. 

The U.S. economy cannot become 
static. If living standards are to be main- 
tained for an expanding population, the 
economy must expand accordingly.

Sadly Is Surface Only 


At this time of the year Atlanta has 
more than her share of beauty and at- 
tractiveness. Spring here is lovely, par- 
ticularly during the period when the city’s 
wealth of dogwood is in bloom. 

Now is the time to see Atlanta at 
her best, the rolling green lawns of her 
forested suburbs, the iris, azaleas and dog- 
wood trees a. colorful and harmonious 
symphony. 

In April Atlanta must be one of the 
loveliest cities in the world. The citizens 
think so, and visitors come here to admire 
the beauty that the local passion for gar- 
dening has created. 

Atlanta is beautiful. There is no doubt 
about it. But this beauty cannot be ex- 
amined too closely. It is more veneer than 
solid fact. Scratch it, and the ugliness 
inherent in any big city, the slums, shows 
through. 

In contrast to the miles of beauty, the 
flowered winding drives, are just as many 
miles of filth, st .bbiness and grime. 

Atlanta has some of the finest resi- 
dential areas in the world and some of 
the worst. The city’s slums are as in- 
famous as her better-class residential 
sections are famous. Atlanta is a city of 
extremes and the glory of spring makes 
it obvious. 

Slum clearance, urban redevelopment, 
urban renewal, call it what you may, is 
needed here in heavier doses than we 
have been getting. 


Pope’s Easter Message 
Showed Great Wisdom 


Pope Pius XIl’s Easter message warn- 
ing against the race to 
through atomic arms was a sober re- 
minder that man does indeed have the 
power now to destroy everything he has 
built through centuries of struggle. 

Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wil- 
son said the samé thing a few days ago. 
He pointed out that both this country and 
Russia are approaching the Stage when 
they could destroy each other. He seemed 
to take the hopeful view that such a stale- 
mate makes war less likely.

He clearly called the turn about re- 
cent developments within the Soviet 
Union, summing it up as another of those 
expedients to gain advantage and to sow 
confusion. 

Obviously referring to the denuncia- 
tion of Stalin and the attempt to delude 
the world with false friendliness, he sees 
it as an effort to sow confusion—“Today 
exalting his myths, tomorrow deriding 
them; today harshly withdrawing, : to- 
morrow making an approach; today an-

Most cities and states have laws 
against litterbugging. The statutes become 
more numerous and more stringent as 
public opinion rises against the trash 
dumper.

They aim to stop folks from 
dumping trash and garbage on vacant 
lots and along public roads. 

They need the cooperation of good 
citizens. Not only can a Fulton resident 
see to it that he himself lives within the 
litterbug law, but he can report viola- 
tions by others. When he does so, he 
acts in the public interest. 

Fulton County is not the only com- 
munity plagued with the problem. Nor 
is it the only community which has begun 
to crackdown. 

In a recent case reported from Cobb 
County, dumping trash along the public 
road cost the offender $33 payable to the 
court in cash. It would have been cheaper 
to have disposed of the refuse properly, 
even to the point of burying it.

Entire Nation Must Practice 
Moderation, Not Just South 


In recent months no word has churned the verbal ocean as mightily 
as ‘‘moderation.” As applied to the South’s segregation dilemma it 
has taken on a variety of meanings—enough to reduce the honest truth- 


seeker to despair. 

We like to assume that it de- 
scribes a certain temperateness, 
calmness and fair-minded reason- 
ableness. 


We speak of ideas and emo- 
tions being “kept within due 
bounds,”” “not excessive,” 
“peaceful.” 

We call for lenity, sobriety, tol- 
erance. 

These, too, are abstract terms 
but bundled together they convey 
a meaning which should be abun- 
dantly clear. 

Acquired prejudices -can spread 
a fog over verbal messages—blot- 
ting out common meanings and dis- 
torting common experience. What 
we must put our minds to ‘first 
is the reduction of the fog and 
keeping shared experience in an 
unclouded state. 

When President Eisenhower 
again appealed for ‘moderation’ 
in his news conference recently 
he seemed to be speaking directly 
to the South. Specifically, he said 
that it is incumbent upon South- 
erners to show some progress’ in 
good race relations. 


That is all well and good and 
we certainly endorse the Chief Ex- 
ecutive’s remarks. 

But moderation, as we under- 
stand the term, is applicable to 


all peoples, all sections, all seg- 
ments of society. 

If Southerners are to practice 
moderation — as obviously they 
should — so must Northerners. 

If there is to be moderation 
among whites, so must there be 
moderation among Negroes. 

If Southern communities are 
urged to be moderate in their at- 
titudes toward the problem, so 
should the federal government — 
including the United States Su- 
pr¢me Court, the lower federal 
courts and all of their respective 
officers. : 

In fact, the federal judiciary 
must be willing to go to any rea- 


ment of the desegregation decree. 

In its entirety, this is a prob- 
lem requiring time and flexibility. 
Speed of integration is not. the 
heart of the controversy. Federal 
authorities or militant organiza- 
tions which view it as such de- 
feat their own aims and threaten 
violence to interracial goodwill 
developed slowly over the years. 

It is perfectly true that modera- 
tion — together with an exchange 
of views by representative. whites 
and Negroes, community by com- 
munity — can heal today’s open 
social wounds. But moderation is 
a two-way street.

Has Its Advantages 


WASHINGTON — President 


Eisenhower has 
plans to step up his program of informal, personal, 


& 


agepda-free diplomacy after the manner of his , ¢ 
relaxed meeting with the Canadian and Mexican heads of state at 
White Sulphur Springs, W.Va., this past week. 

The method of intimate, casual, conversation on any subject be- 
twéen the President and distinguished foreign leaders, one at a time, 


draws on the special talent Mr. 
diplomacy. 

Mr. Eisenhower feels that the 
White Sulphur Springs talks were 
more beneficial than he could have 
hoped, but what is, perhaps, more 
important is that Canadian Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent and 
Mexican President Adolpho Ruiz 
Cortines were, in appraising the 
meeting with their own colleagues, 
extremely enthusiastic. 

The North American big three 
were not out to setfle disputes or 
negotiate agreements. What they 
had was a discussion of how each 
feel about what is going on in the 
world. As a result of such discus- 
sion the three governments will 
find it easier to work together. 

The ingredients for this kind of 
meeting are these: 

The scene is removed from the 
pressure of Washington. 

Not more than four or six people 
are present, ensconced in easy 
chairs in the drawing room of the 
President’s suite. (At .White Sul- 
phur Springs Mr. Eisenhower's 
guests, besides President Ruiz Cor- 
tines and Prime Minister St. Lau- 
rent were Canadian Foreign Min- 
ister Lester Pearson, Mexican For- 
eign Minister Luis Padilla Nervo 
and Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles.) 

No agenda for the talks, not 
even pads or pencils are laid out 
on the coffee tables. The gather- 
ings were always informal,

The President’s objectives will 
be to bring the free nations closer 
together and to reduce misunder- 
standing of the United States.

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Tech’s Crawford Lists 


Limits on Space Flight 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


Man will “embark on a new venture” with the launch- 
ing of the first earth satellite in 1957 or 1958—but he 
may never be able to travel from one solar system to 
another, a Georgia Tech physicist said here Monday. 


Dr. Vernon D. Crawford, pro- 
fessor in the School of Physics at 
Tech, said that when man 
achieves space flight he won't 
‘ be able to exceed the speed of 
light. 

He explained it would take 
“many generations to make the 
trip from this solar system to 
another.” 

Addressing the Georgia Engi- 
neering Society at the Atlanta 
YMCA. Dr. Crawford said pros- 
pects for visits to other planets 
in the earth's solar system “are 
not too good either.”’ He said 
living conditions on other planets 
in the system are poor. 

Dr. Crawford was not entirely 
without hope for intersolar sys- 
tem travel,showever. 


LIFE SPAN 

He speculated that the life span 
of a generation might be extended 
to 1,000 years—or more. That 
might give a fellow time to fly 
to another solar system. 

Dr. Crawford also suggested 
that a kind of chain system might 
be worked out on a space ship. 

“One generation might leave 
this earth,’ he said, “‘and a suc- 
ceeding generation might arrive 
at another planet in another 
solar system !’’ 

Discussing the proposed earth 
satellite, Dr. Crawford said At- 
lantans probably won't be able to 
see it with the naked eyé. But 
he believes it will be, visible here 
with a moderately strong tele- 
scope. 


BRIGHT SPOT 


“At twilight,” he said, ‘‘it 
should appear as a luminous spot 
in the sky.’’ 

Crawford said artificial satel- 
lites not only will provide val- 
vable information about space 
beyond the earth's atmosphere 
but also should make possible 
“more accurate weather fore- 
casting.”’ 

He pointed out that weather 
stations now travel over only 
about 2 per cent of the eath’s 
surface. With a couple of satel- 
lites, scientists could get about 
48 per cent coverage, he said. The 
greater the coverage, the more 
accurate the weather forecasting, 
he said. 

Dr. Crawford said an ‘* earth- 
 gatellite would remain in space 
“from a few days to a few 
weeks” before it vaporizes and 
disappears.

constituents charged the mayor 
with indulging in ‘‘numerous in-

The petition also asked that the 
mayor be censured for ‘‘a mali- 
cious abuse of power.” 

Councilmen Otis Stephens, 
Craig Pinyan and J. Henry Blair 
asked the mayor to rescind his 
action on the grounds of ‘“‘har- 
mony and good government.’’ 
Roberts refused, with the state- 
ment that it was not “impulsive 
or vindictive, but in the most se- 
rious thought.’’

Birth Rate of Eskimos Said To Rise 
When They Eat Food of White Man

WASHINGTON, April 2—The ‘birth rate among Eskimos 
goes up as much as three times when they eat “white man’s 
food,”’ according to Prof. C. E. MacGinitis of the California 
Institute of Technology. 

Prof. MacGinitis’ findings are outlined in a report pub- 
lished by the Smithsonian Institution on his biological investi- 
gations at the Navy’s arctic research laboratory at Point 
Barrow, on Alaska’s arctic coast.. 

“When hunting was the only means of subsistence,”’ he 

says, “Eskimo women became pregnant only once in several 
years, but with the new diet they-bear a baby about every 
rer.”’ 
, However, he continues, ‘“‘what will happen when outside 
support is shut off is an important and serious problem. Some 
few fathers are training their boys in hunting and other Eski- 
mo skills, but most of them are content to let the future take 
eare of itself. The situation is fast becoming a problem @iffi- 
cult of solution.’’
